vada and Arizona, which closed in 
San Diego today, the board of di- 
vectors of the California State 
Chiropractic Society was em- 
powered by the convention as- 
sembled to appoint a committee to 
co-operate with a like committee 
from the six States of-the Pacific 
Coast looking toward a closer or- 
ganization between the States and 
to establish a permanent annual 
convention of all the Pacific Coast 
States. The resolution, which was 
passeq unanimously, was proposed 
by Dr. E. C. Fortin of Los An- 
geles, 

This ts considered by the chiro- 
practors to be the most Important 
step which they have taken since 
the passage of bill number sixteen 
establishing the Chiropractic 
Board of Examiners, 

The convention was the first 
one to be held on the Pacific Coast 
for more than one State and
